Labor Board Says Indiana Publisher

The decision of the national la- 
bor relations board ordering Ed- | 
ward E. Cox, printer, incorporated, | 
published of the Hartford City 
News, Hartford, City, Ind.,_ to 
cease and desist from refusing to 
bargain collectively with Local No

Pressmen and Assistants’ Union 
contains instructive revelations 
concerning the intransigent tac- 
tics which anti-union employers 
all too frequently use in trying to 
impose reactionary policies on 
their employes. 

In addition to printing and pub- 
lishing the Hartford City News,

Conference Starts 


On Fatal Silicosis 


A concerted drive by employers, 
labor, health experts, engineers) 
and official interests to have sili-| 
cosis included in occupational dis- | 
eases to be covered by state work-| 
men’s compensation laws and to) 
prevent the exposure of workers to} 
the menace of silica dust was fore- | 
cast by the proceedings of the na-| 
tional silicosis conference in the | 
; auditorium of the labor depart- | 
| ment building in Washington. | 

The conterence, attended by 130 | 
persons representing the varied | 
interests “oncerned, was convened | 
| by Secretary of Labor Perkins to} 
devise a national program for sili- | 
cosis preventicn and to avert the| 
recurrence of the recent tragedy | 
at Gauley Bridge, W. Va., where 
scores of workers died from sili- | 
| cosis vontracted in driving a water! 
power tunnel for the New-Kan-, 
awha Power company, a subsidiary | 
of the Union Carbide and Carbon | 
corporation of New York. 

In opening the conference Sec- | 
retary Perkins cited the success of | 
silicosis prevention in some _ in-}| 
dustries as proof that “silicosis can} 
be prevented.” She estimated that ! 
500,000 workers are exposed to the 
disease. 

Labor’s atlitude toward the} 
problem of silicosis was presented | 
to the conference by John P. Frey, | 
president of the Metal Trades De- 


; the 


partment of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. | 
“As a result of the publicity | 


given to silicosis,” he said, ‘‘a con- | 
viction has been created in many 
workmen’s minds that they have 
been exposed to silica dust, and are | 
perhaps, affected by the fatal mal- 
ady. Incompetent physicians have | 
not relieved this belief. 

“As a result, men not afflicted, | 
and their families, are over- | 
whelmed by alarm. Although the | 
workmen feel no physical effects, | 
they fear that they have con- | 
tracted a fatal disease and that} 
within a wcrief time they will leave | 
their families without a bread- | 
winner. They are in much the | 
same agonized frame of mind as} 
those bitten by a mad dog before | 
Louis Pasteur had discovered the | 
specific for rabies.” | 

Prevention and Compensation 

Urged | 

Declaring that “silicosis is an in- | 
dustrial disease which can be elim- | 
inated as effectively as typhoid | 
germs can be removed from a| 
city’s drinking fountain,” Mr. Frey | 
said, “labor is primarily interested | 
in having the cause removed, but | 
is compelled in the meantime to 
actively engage itself in the effort 
to secure adequate compensation 
for the afflicted and their families.” 
Pending the elimination of silicosis 
from our industries, he added, 
“practical and effective considera- 
tion must be given to the protec- 
tion of workmen already afflicted 
throuzh adequate workmen’s com- 
pensation legislation.” 

Employers Attack Ambulance 

Chasers 

In presenting the employers’ 
viewpoint, Alfred C. Hirth, of the 
Air Foundation of America, told | 
the conference that an occupa- | 
tional disease act such as in force | 
in England, where silicosis is in-| 
cluded, would eliminate most of | 
the thousands of actions for dam- | 
ages by “ambulance-chasing law- | 
yers,’ who prey on the real 
alleged victims of silicosis. 

“The shyster lawyer,” he said, | 

“will foment litigation only so long | 
as he will receive a_ substantial | 
portion of the recovery. As soon as 
his fee becomes a negligible quan- 
tity, then and only then will his 
interest cease. Under many of the 
better drav’n compensation acts 
legal fees are strictly limited. The 
elimination of large fees is of real 
benefit to the employe. Under such 
a plan the injured man or his de- 
pendents are those who receive the 
benefits—not the lawyers and ex- 
pert witnesses used in the prose-
